Nicholson Qualified To Serve, Judge Rules

AUSTIN—District Court Judge 


Thomas Blackwell ruled Wed- 
nesday in Austin that Donald 
Nicholson, Democratic nominee 
for 13th District Judge, is 
qualified to serve in that post. 


Nicholson is unopposed in the 


November election. 


Plaintiffs in the 
hearing 


Wednesday had sought an in- 
junction to bar Nicholson's name 
from being placed on the 
November ballot. 


The case, styled "The State of 


Texas on the Relation of William 
J. McKie vs. Robert D. Bullock, 
Secretary of State, State of 
Texas, et al," was filed seeking a 
permanent injunction to enjoin 
Secretary of State Bullock from 
certifying Nicholson's name and 
asking for declaratory judgment 
enjoining Navarro County Clerk 
Clyve Riddels from placing 
Nicholson's 
name 
on 
the 


November ballot in the event the 
Secretary of State issues ballot 
certification. 


During a hearing Aug. 14 in 


Austin, Judge Blackwell denied a 
request for temporary injunction 
sought by plaintiffs. An amended 
petition was filed in the case Aug. 
23 making the Navarro County 
Clerk a defendant in the case. 
Local attorney William J. McKie 
said shortly after the amendment 
was filed that it was designed to 
prepare for appealing

By a 4-1 vote Tuesday, the City 


.Commission gave 
preliminary 


'approval to Corsicana's proposed 
$2,476,925 budget, and by a 
similar vote—with Commissioner 
H.R. Stroube Jr. also opposing 
it—approved on first reading an 
ordinance 
raising 
garbage 


collection rates. Two private 
citizens also spoke out against 
higher garbage fees. 


During a brief public hearing 


on the proposed 1972-73 budget, 
only Gene Barron, Memorial 
Hospital administrator, ad- 
dressed the council. Barron 
urged city financial support of 
the county's Family Consultation 
Center and was informed by 
Mayor Sue Youngblood the city 
had included a $2,000 ap- 
propriation in the budget for the 
Center. 


Stroube said he was voting 


against the budget as the only 
way he had to voice his objection 
\to the 100 per cent property 
valuation for tax -assessing 
purposes. Acknowledging that 
the "income side is just as im- 
portant as the expense side" of a 
budget, Commissioner Stroube 
said that was the part of the 
budget he was voting against. 


"I want the citizens of Cor- 


sicana to know their tax dollars 
can be increased by 48 per cent 
without their having any voice or 
say so at all, whereas under the 
old evaluation, it could only be 
raised two cents on the $100 
valuation without having some 
kind of referendum. So I just 
want everybody to know what 
they are getting set up for," 
Stroube said. 


He pointed out that under the 


same level of tax revenue and 
would 
simplify 
calculating 


operations in the tax office. 


"Also, I would like to call the 


City Commission's attention as to 
who recommended this 100 per 
cent change. It was done by three 
men, the Board of Equalization," 
Stroube said. "Two of them, in 
my opinion, don't have much 
sympathy for city government or 
the City Commission." 


Commissioner John Carlock 


pointed out that recently in 
Austin 2,500 tax assessor- 
collectors met and "this was one 
of the recommendations that 
came from this meeting—that all 
cities go to this 100 per cent". 


Carlock quickly admitted this 


was after Corsicana had already 
elected to go to 100 valuation for 
assessing purposes. 


"I'm certainly not trying to fool 


the public," Commissioner Bob 
Scott asserted. "In fact, I think it 
opens it up to let the people see 
what they are paying. Under the 
old system, you couldn't tell, and 
half the people didn't know what 
they were paying. I think it is 
ridiculous this Commission is 
setting up something that will 
hurt the people in the future."

adapt to a 48-hour cycle of ac- 
tivity and sleep when cut off 
from all sense of earthly time. 


He made of himself a human 


guinea pig—carrying a cable 
attached to his body which, 
through electrodes, kept him 
under the constant scrutiny of 
other scientists in his team, 
waking or sleeping. 


Everything he did was noted, 


every rise or fall of tempera- 
ture, every heartbeat. He was 
tested for almost everything 
from body wastes to sexual 


rhythm—even down to the hair 
of his beard which was sent to 
Minneapolis for study. 


The result is a mass of data 


so complex that Siffre himself 
says it may take years to 
analyze. When asked if his ex- 
periment seemed a success on 
information thus far available 
he cautiously said: "I think 
so." 


But he admits too that the 


time experiment may have 
raised more problems than it 
solved. Twice—in mid-March 
and again in July—he achieved 
for two-week periods the 48- 
hour rhythm he was seeking, and 
twice he fell off it. 


The mean average of his 


"day" remained 25 hours or 
only one hour beyond the cycle 


lived outside the cage. 


Even now, with his stay be- 


low ground ended after 205 
days, Siffre is not quite through 
with his work. He will spend a 
month at Houston in a hotel 
near the Space Center while he 
undergoes biological tests. 


During that time he must re- 


main on the limited diet he was 
fed below ground. 


Celebration parties must wait 


until he returns to France. 


One thing he is firm about. 


He is not going to do it again. 
"I am finished with that for- 
ever," he said. 


But asked what he would 


change if he did it over, Siffre 
is sure about one thing, "anoth- 
er time he would have the sur- 
face support team of 20 or so.

Nixon said he felt a sense of 


deep outrage. Sen. George 
McGovern, Nixon's Democratic 
party rival in. the November 
election, said he was "sickened 
by the outrage." 


Israeli newspapers demanded 


revenge. 


U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 


Waldheim 
cabled 
Premier 


Golda Meir that "words cannot 
express the revulsion and shock 
which all people of good will 
must feel ~at this appalling 
event." 


The first outright Arab con- 


demnation came from King 
Hussein of Jordan, who has 
battled the Palestinian guer- 
rillas himself 
and defeated 


them. He said . the Munich 
tragedy was "an abhorrent 
crime "perpeutated by sick 
minds who do not belong to hu- 
manity." 


But one of the strongest 


voices in the Arab world took a 
sympathetic view toward the 
errorists. Mohammed Hassa- 
nein Heikal, confidant of Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat 
and editor of the semiofficial 
Egyptian newspaper Al Ahram, 
said the attack was the desper- 
ate act of "people in a desper- 
ate condition." He added that 


certain 
extremist 
organ- 


izations are out of step with the 
times." 


Moscow Radio reported that 


Soviet representatives had "ex- 
pressed commiseration to the 
Olympic committee ... and ex- 
pressed condolences on the 
deaths." 


Soviet media gave low-key 


treatment to the Munich trage- 
dy. Brief actual reports on the 
guerrillas' attack and demands 
were buried under small head- 
lines or read near the end of 
radio newscasts. 


Some East European Com- 


munist media normally sympa- 
thetic to the Arabs said the 
Palestine liberation movement 
would be hurt. 


Budapest Radio said the at- 


tack "degraded the Palestinian 
movement to the level of politi- 
cal banditry." 


Israel Criticizes 


Security, Demands 


Revenge on Arabs 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Israel 


warned today it would hold the 
countries that assist Arab guer- 
rillas responsible for the Mun- 
ich Olympic murders, and de- 
manded that world govern- 
ments expel Arab terrorists 
from their territories. 


A government statement said 


it vowed to fight the guerrillas 
"and will hot excuse those who 
aid them from responsibility." 


Premier Golda Meir thanked 


the West German government 
for its efforts to free the Israeli 
hostages from their Arab cap- 
tors. She voiced support for the 
German decision to use force 
against the terrorists. 


In the statement, issued after 


an emergency Cabinet meeting, 
Mrs. Meir expressed regret 
that the rescue operation had 
failed. 


The statement said Israel will 


demand foreign governments 
and political organizations take 
effective 
measures 
against 


Arab guerrilla cells operating 
abroad. 


Such measures should be tak- 


en with the aim of paralyzing 
their activities and uprooting 
their bases, it added. 


Israeli newspapers criticized 


West German security at the 
Olympic Games and demanded 
revenge from the Arab world. 


The nation reeled with shock 


over the killing of 11 of the 29 
members of its Olympic team. 
Only hours earlier, Mrs. Meir 
had drunk a cognac toast and 
the Jewish state had rejoiced 
over premature reports from 
Germany that nine Israeli hos- 
tages had been rescued. 


Later came the terse official 


statement: "The government of 
Israel announces in profound 
sorrow that 11 members of the 
Israeli Olympic delegation have 
been murdered by Arab terror- 
ists."
